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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 31-61 and 63 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: Regarding claim 3 1, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest, preceding the 
foreign priority date of the present Application, in addition to the accompanying features of the 
claim, an illumination system for scanning lithography comprising, inter alia, a field lens group 
that is shaped to distort an illumination field in an image plane wherein the distortion is 
perpendicular to a scanning direction. The Applicant teaches that by distorting the illumination 
field in the image plane perpendicular to the scanning direction, predetermined scanning energy 
and uniform intensity distribution can be achieved. Claims 32-61 and 63 are allowable by virtue 
of their dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
